PRINCIPAL SPEAKER 
TEACHERS' MEETING

PENDING SCHOOL LEGISLA- 
TION DISCUSSED AT COUNTY 


TEACHERS BANQUET 


Joe Kelton Wells, Navarro coun- 
ty's youthful representative to the 
state legislature, Austin, was the 
principal speaker at the county 
teachers' banquet at 8 o'clock Tues- 
day evening at the State Home 
dining room. J. Stanford Halley, 
superintendent of the State Home, 
was toast mas tor 
and introduced 
Mr. Wells. 
At the conclusion of the address, 
W. V. Harrison, Frost; W. H; Nor- 
wood, Corslcana, and G. H.- Brown, 
county superintendent talked on 
various phases of rural school aid. 


Mr. and Mra. O, L, Albritton, Mrs. 


A. A. .Allison, and Mrs/ Joe Kelton 
Wells were guests. 
Mr. Wells announced 
that 
he 


would 
talk 
regarding 
pending 


school legislation, but pointed out 
it is hard to talk about any par- 
ticular points since the pending 
legislation has so many angles and 
they entwine to make up a school 
program. He said he would talk 
about some of the points of para- 
mount interest to the teachers. 
The legislator declared that two 
years ago the cigarette tax law 
was tightened up to .prevent loop- 
holes which deprived schools of the 
tax money. A similar bill was draft- 
ed this year, he said, which pro- 
poses to further peg the loopholes 
and this bill'will probably pass the 
senate soon. 
"I believe that with the passage 


of this bill and the loopholes peg* 
ged that more money will.'go to the 
state available school fund, and all 
your schools will be in better con- 
dition," Mr. Wells said. 
School Funds to Benefit 
He said two years ago $160,000 
cigarette tax money went to the 
schools eachj month, and after the 
passage of a new-bill about $360,- 
000 was given the schools, and with 
the passage of the present bill it Is 
likely the schools will receive $400,- 
000 per month, 
"Measures are being considered 
now to tighten other tax measures, 
because we believe It essential to 
the schools and education to be in 
good financial condition," Mr. Wella 
went on. 
He spoke about a rural aid bill 


which has passed the house and 
senate, and is In the -free confer- 
ence status. This bill, the Navarro 
county legislator declared, will be 


.of great importance to the rural 
schools as well as to the schools of 
the state aa a whole. He said the 
legislature 
hopes 
to 
aid rural 


schools to the extent they will be 
enabled to stay open for a full nine 
months term, instead of the pres- 
ent five or six. 


To Meet Varied Conditions 


The speaker showed that it Is 


hard for the legislature to pass a 
law general in its nature, that will 
help, an equal amount all the wide- 
ly scattered counties in the state, 
where conditions are varying. 


"Yet I assure you that the legis- 


lature has tried to draft this bill 
to meet in the best possible man- 
ner the varying conditions in all 
the counties," he continued. 


He said the bill proposes to 
leave the amount the same for 
rural schools' and add a million 
dollars per annum to be used for 
vocational eduction and for crip- 
pled children. 


The legislator declared there had 


been .objections to the policies of 
the administration of the fund, and 
especially that of an administrative 
agency having the power to set 
salary schedules for teachers. 


Iron Out Objections 


"It !s not. the intention of the 


legislature to give autocratic pow- 
ers to the administrative agencies, 
but they propose to iron out the 
objectionable features of the bill. 
"I do not believe a state agency 


should have power to set salary 
schedules, because of these bad in- 
fluences, first, it does not give a 
teacher any initiative, second, no 
progress can be made, and third, 
they will not show any enthusiasm 
In their tasks," Mr. Wells said. 


The speaker also opposed any 


centralized power, and said he tries 
to stick to local self-government, 
where the people who pay the bllln 
will have the authority to say what 
will be done. 


Mr. Wells also expressed his op- 


position to having consolidation 
obligatory before a district could 
participate in the fund. 
Trying to Aid, Schools 
"I believe that a bill incorrectly 
passed will do more harm than 
good to the children, and I assure 
you that we are being careful with 
this one, and that we are doing 
everything 
we 
can to help the 


schools. I believe we will pass a 
better rural aid bill than ever be- 
bore/ Mr. Wells said in closing. 


Mr, Halley made a few remarks, 


and recognized various* groups of 
teachers and superintendents pres- 
ent An announcement concerning 
ttffe Interscholantic league was ma^lc 
by Nolan Boyd, and Mr. Harrison 
was introduced. 
He spoke upon 


various phases of rural aid, and 
later submitted a number of prpo- 
poaed 
legislative 
matters, which 


were approved by the teachers. An 
announcement was made by Mr. 
Brown, and Mr. Norwood was in- 
troduced and spoke far a few min- 
utes.

board, as dictator, and charged 
certain members wanted .to oust 
Lee Simmons, manager of the 
prison system.

and Bob Alexander of Childress, 
was steam-rollered through sec- 
ond reading 24 to 6 but Senator 
Weaver Moore of Houston gained 
the floor to oppose It on final 
passage. 


Delay Final Action. 
The previous question was or- 


dered to limit debate. 
Opponents 


delayed action by employing va-

sion constitutional amendment. 


Big city senators protested the 
amendment would disenfranchise 
many citizens residing in cities.

Harrison (D-Miss) of the senate 
finance committee, would date the 
adjusted service certificates back 
to 1918 and pay 4 pe cent Inter- 
est from that time. 
Veterans 


would have the alternatives of 
holding the certificates until 1945, 
as originally provided, or cashing 
them now for their current value. 
The average $1,000° certificates 


would call for the immediate pay- 
ment of $770—if the holder has 
not borrowed against It. However, 
85 per cent of the veterans have 
borrowed, and owe an average of 
$59Q. Thus they would be entitled 
to only $180 cash. 


If a veteran who has not bor- 
rowed should hold his certificate 
until 1945, ho could collect $1,115. 


Under one proposal to liberalize 
this plan, the Interest rate would 
be increased from 4 to 5 per cent. 


The Patman bill, which already 


has passed the house, also will be 
offered in the tussle over the Is- 
sue, as will the Vinson bill.
